The case went to the Court of 
Appeals from Tuscaloosa County 
Circuit Court, it there being ad- 
judged that Alabama’s lottery iaw 
was being violated. The Court 
of Appeals upheld the Tuscaloosa 
court. 

The case may be appealed to 
the State Supreme Court for a 
final decision. Should the conyict- 
ed person in Tuscaloosa County 
decide not to appeal to the State 
Supreme Court for a final decision, 
accepting the ruling of the Court 
of Appeals as final, then bank 
nights and jackpots will be out- 
lawed in Alabama, That is the 
belief of those informed concern-

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STATE HEALTH DEPARTMENT 
URGING FIGHT ON MALARIA 
MONTG OMERY, July 6.—"The 
time has come for the people of 
Alabama and other States to get 
away from the old idea that ma- 
laria is inevitable, like changes 
in the weather,” said Dr, J. N, 
Baker, State Health officer, today 
in urging people of the State to 
take special precautions against 
this disease during the summer 
months, when it, is especially prev- 
alent in this part of the country. 
“As soon as this idea is discarded, 
once and for all, and people every- 
where realize that malaria is a 
serious, but, fortunately, also a 
preventable disease, a real forward 
step will have been taken toward 
the elimination of one of the most 
troublesome aspects of the public 
health problem in this State.” 

Dr, Baker pointed out that new 
cases of malaria reported to the 
Bureau of Preventable Disease 
Control of the State Department 
of Health last month (June) to- 
taled 441, this being an increase 
of more than 68 per cent over the 
total of 262 cases reported in 
May, and predicted, on the basis 
of the trend in previous years, 
that the number of reported cases 
would increase steadily until next 
October. 

“Last year every month from 
April through October showed an 
increase in the number of report- 
éd cases over the previous month, 
with the single exception of Sep- 
tember,” he said. ‘Last October's 
total of 2,948 new cases was more 
than seven times the total for 
June of last year. In Nevember, 
however, the number of reported 
cases dropped to 722, or to only 
about 25 per cent of the October 
total.” 

The State Health Officer point- 
ed out that malaria could be ef- 
fectively prevented by avoiding be- 
ing bitten by the malaria-carrying 
mosquito, known as Anopheles, 
and urged that breeding places be 
destroyed and that houses be 
properly screened,

MISTAKES OF 
About the first of 


by time with us and we generally 
try to look back over the work 
of the year and locate our mis- 
takes, A farmer makes more mis- 


takes than any other man known, 
so I feel that I might profit’ by 
studying these mistakes while they 


ave fresh on my mind and while I 
ean see the results of these mis- 
tukes, I believe that I have made 
fewer mistakes this year than 
}usual, but I have made plenty of 
them as it is, I would like to 
|go over a few of the mistakes 
}which IL have made in trying to 
grow this crop and I would sug- 
gest that you compare my mis- 
takes with yours, It might do 


you good to look over the crops 
of your neighbors and discuss with 
them the points or mistakes which 
I made in growing my _ present 
; crop 

My corn crop is good but I 
}can see where T made several mis- 
tukes in growing this corn crop, 
In the first place, I did not stick 
to a rule which I made some years 
ago, and that is to plant all my 
early corn on a list instead of 
planting it in a water furrow, My 
stand is not good and I can now 
isee that the re-plants are not go- 
ing to produce as well as the old 


stalks. I had planned to plant 
on a list but we got in a hurry 
and I consented to try the water 


furrow as it would save about 
three furrows, I can now see that 
I have ‘lost at least 10 per cent 
of my yield by not doing the 


thing which I knew I should have 


done. I can also see that I did 
not plant my corn as early as I 
should have. It is my rule to 


plant corn the first week in March 


but somehow we put it off until 
about the 15th of March before 
we started. We had a few days 


of rain so we wound up planting 
corn about the 25th of the month, 
We were about 20 days late with 
out corn planting and I think that 
I can now see that this delay is 
gsoing to cost me another five per 
cent ten per cent of my corn 
yield. My third mistake in my 
|corn field this year was the way 
| we plowed our corn, I have a rule 


or 


that a steel-beam shall not go 
in my corn field after the corn 
has been planted, but the boys 


persuaded me to yield to the new 
method of barring some of our 
corn off and I can now see that 
{I also barred off some of the 
| yield, Where we used bull-tongued 
| scooters and broke the soil as we 
should the corn is much better 
than it is where we used the 
| steel-beam. TI found that the steel- 
|hbeam ‘does pretty good work but 
it does not help produce corn. I 
ave noticed that those farmers 
who plow their corn with steel- 
beams are most excellent corn 
buyers but poor pay masters. They 
do not sell corn as a rule and the 
farmer who buys corn cannot hope 
}to be able to pay for corn when 
|he does bhy it, as his money is 
| always short. 1’m hoping that I 
shall not make these same mis- 
| takes another year, TI shall have 
corn to sell next spring if noth- 
ing else happens to it but I shall 
not have as much to sell as I 
should have. The above mention- 
ed mistakes will greatly reduce 
}my yield this fall but IT shall have 
}corn to sell.

_ FARMER JONES AND HIS 
COW PEN

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“fel 
I went oul and bought just 
such cotton seed as I could find 
and the Lord only knows what 
variety of cotton I shall gather 
this fall, I hope that T shall not 
make this mistake again, I shall 
try to save three times as many 
cotton seed this time as I hope 
to use myself. After IT have fin- 
ished with my planting I can feed 
the left over seed to my sow or 
sell them to my neighbors, My 
second mistake with my cotton 
planting was that I was too late 
in putting my first application of 
soda around my cotton, I was 
successful in getting soda around 
about one acre immediately after 
it was barred off and that acre 
is much better cotton than is the 
remainder of the patch, I know 
that the soda should be put out 
early but somehow we did not get 
it as we should have, We were 
about two weeks late in getting 
our soda around the cotton and 
it now looks as though we are to 
lose as much as 10 per cent of 
our yield on account of this mis- 
take. We were negligent or made 
other minor mistakes in growing 
our cotton, but the above men- 
tioned mistakes were the worst 
ones made, We have not quit our 
cotton and shall not do so for 
about two more weeks. Next year 
I hope to have an abundance of 
seed which I shall plant early and 
I hope to put some soda around 
my cotton the same week I bar 
it off. I hope to profit by my 
experience and losses this year, 

Our peanut crop is pretty good 
but I can see that I made several 
mistakes in growing this crop. My 
first mistake was in getting my 
rows too wide apart. I have them 
about 36 to 40 inches apart, when 
they should be about 28 or 30 
inches. We have one patch in 
which the rows are about 30 inch- 
es apart and I can now see that 
they are going to make us a much 
better yield than where the rows 
are wider. I can also see that the 
peanuts will soon cover all the 
middles and thereby choke out all 
grass, In the wide rows we must 
continue to plow or a crop of grass 
will spring up. Our second mis- 
take in the peanut patch is in 
not having a perfect stand. We 
have entirely too many skips. 
This was caused from faulty seed 
which should have been picked out 
of the seed before planting. I 
knew that we were careless about 
this work but somehow I let it 
get by me. We have enough skips 
fn our peanuts to reduce the yield 
ebout 15. per cent. ‘These skips 
will alsa grow grass and the grass 
will be in the way at gathering 
time. Those skips will cost us 
enough to have paid for all the 
seed used in planting. I could 
have thrown my seed away and 
bought perfect seed with less 
money than we shall lose by rea- 
son of those skips. I’m hoping to 
avoid this mistake next year. I 
also find that my peanuts are a 
little too wide apart in the drill. 
Where we have them thick the 
grass does not bother us and we 
are bound to make more nuts 
than where they are wider apart. 
Next year I hope to drop my pea- 
nuts seven inches apart in the 
drill and I hope to have the rows 
no wider than 30 inches. The close 
rows will give me about 15 extra 
rows to the acre and the close 
hills will give me about 25 per 
cent more hills in the row. Both 
plans should increase my yield 
about 25 per cent or more to the 
acre. I can see this mistake at 
the present time but I could not 
see it last spring while planting. 
I hope I shall never make these 
mistakes again. I have also made 
many mistakes with my patches 
but I shall not discuss them at 
this time. 

* * * * * 

KEEP ON KEEPING ON— 
Nothing is more discouraging to 
me than to see a big healthy man 
up on his front porch and 
say that he is through with his 
crop, They generally say “I have 
laid by,” and in my opinion most 
of them also lay down, There is 
no rest for the hustling farmer 
until he has learned the art of 
having his work done by others, 
There is no time to lay by, to lay 
up or to lay down, We should 
be up and about our business all 
the time. Tenant farmers are the 
worst about laying by ahd laying 
down, If I was a tenant farmer 
I would not quit until I had every 
possible hill of potatoes out, every 
fence corner planted in peas and 
every available row planted in 
Spanish peanuts. A hustling ten- 
ant farmer can grow enough po- 
tatoes, peas and peanuts from now 
on to feed his family another year. 
I would not put out any more 
potato slips but vines will nro- 
duce potatoes if put out in July. 
Peas will make well if planted in 
July and the same thing may be 
said of Spanish peanuts. You will 
be surprised how Spanish peanuts 
will produce if planted in July. 
They may not make as well as 
they would if planted in April, 
but they will make a whole lot 
better than they would if they 
aré not planted at all. So I say 
keep on keeping on until you have 
exhausted every available space of 
ground for these crops. Most of 
us are poor by choice and shall 
remain so until we wake up and 
begin working and living as we 
should, You might be of service 
to your neighbors if you would 
talk to them and tell them what 
they can do if they will only try. 
The tenant farmers in your sec- 
tion would appreciate it very much 
if you would do them this favor, 
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over,

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MOTORIS SAVE MILLION 
AND HALF ON TAXES 


During the first half of the fis- 
cal year, from October 1, 1936, 
to April 1, 1937, Alabama motor- 
ists, by reason of the reduction in 
the price of tags on passenger 
cars, saved a total of $1,506,197,00. 

During this period tags for 214,- 
627 passenger cars were sold, Of! 
this number 16,381 were class A| 
cars and paid $5.00 each, or $81,- 
905. At the old price of $11.25 
they would have paid $184,286.25. 
The saving to owners of this class 
of cars was $102,381.25. 

Tags were sold for 64,876 ciass 
B cars at $9.00, a total of $579,- 
884. These tags at the old price 
of $17.25 would have cost the 
owners $1,119,111.00. They saved 
by reason of the reducation $539,- 
227.00. 

There were 121,803 class C cars. 
Tags for these cars cost $13.00 
each, or a total of $1,583,439.00. 
At the old price of $19.25 they 
would have cost $2,344,707.75. The 
saving on this class was $761,- 
268.75. 

The number that bought D tags 
this year was 11,567 at $18.00 
each, amounting to $208,206. The 
class D and class E were com- 
bined in the new law and all pay 
$18.00. Under the old law, class 
D paid $26.00 and class E $30.00. 
Before the change in the law there 
were 2,696 in class E, They saved 
$12.00 on each car or a total of} 
$32,352.00. Others now in class 
D saved $8.00, or a total of $70,968. 

These figures Go not include} 
trucks and buses which paid a 
total of $829,220.00. The total 
amount collected for passenger 
cars, trucks and buses combined 
for the six months was $3,282,- 
654.00. Of this amount the coun- 
ty or city where the vehicle is 
owned gets twenty per cent, or a 
total of $656,530.80. The remaind- 
er, $2,626,123.20, less the 2% per 
cent paid to the Probate Judges 
for collecting the same, goes to 
the credit of the Highway De- 
partment. 

Under an amendment to the 
Contitution adopted in 1923, a cer- 
tain amount of the receipts from 
this source is set aside to retire 
the highway bonds authorized by 
this amendment and to pay the 
interest on these bonds. The 


amount of these bonds falling due 
this year is $500,000. The in- 
terest requirement for this fiscal 
year is $734,780, making a total 
$1,234,780.00 of the motor vehicle 
license fund pledged for debt serv- 
ice. The remainder is used for 
maintaining highways or for 
matching federal road funds. 

Notwithstanding this tag reduc- 
tion last year, Alabama paved 
more miles of roads than all other 
States around her combined. We 
paved more miles of roads than 
Florida, Mississippi and 
Tennessee together.

1986 Agricultural Conservation 
Program: No checks were receiv- 
ed on this prorgam during 
month. However, several checks 
are behind and are expected in the 
near future, Several adjustment 
applications haye been 
and sent to the State Office, but 
no returns have been received on 
any adjustment applications sub- 
mitted. 

1987 Agricultural Conservation 
Program: This program has ad- 
vanced fairly rapidly considering 
the enormous amount of detail 
work to be done on the “work 
sheets.’ It is believed that ap- 
proximately 1,600 “work sheets’ 
have been checked and typed and 
are now ready to be mailed in to 
the State office for a final check. 
1986 “work sheets” which were 
either “split”? or combined in 1937 


are giving us considerable trouble. | 


However, it is believed that these 
“work sheets” will be ready for 
mailing to the State office within 
the near future. 

During the month the Agent 
placed seven additional Plane Ta- 
ble crews in the field. 
a total of 17 crews which have 
measured and made maps of farms 
covered by “work sheets” during 
the month. These crews have pro- 
gressed fairly well, but plenty of 
work remains to be done. 

During the month the office crew 
calculated the acreage on approxi- 
mately 350 maps, About 150 maps 
have been traced and 100 of the 
tracings have been sent to the 
State office for blue printing. The 
State office returned 35 blue prints 
in duplicate. 

Rural Electrification Project: 
Much progress was made on this 
program during the month. It 
looks like the farmers in this 
county who want electrical con- 
veniences and can meet the mini- 
mum requirements wili get it. The 
South Alabama Rural Hleotric 
Membership Corporation was or- 
ganized on June 16th. This cor- 
poration will serve Coffee, Pike, 
Barbour, Crenshaw and Covington 
Counties, and is said to be the 
largest of its kind in the United 
States.

Caruso's magical voice was not 
merely a gift from the gods, it 
was the reward of long years of| 
exhausting work-—-of patient prac- 
tice and unflagging determination, | 

In the beginning, his voice was 
so light and thin that one teacher 
told him: “You can’t sing You 
haven't any voice at all. It sounds] 
like the wind in the shutters.” 

For years, his voice cracked on 
high notes, and his acting was so 
poor that he was actually hissed 


during a performance. Few men 
have ever drunk so deeply of the 
heady wine of success as the im-

mortal Caruso; yet at the very 
high noon of his fame, when he 
remembered the ordeal of those 
jearly years, he would burst into 
tears, 

His mother died when he was 
fifteen, and all his life he carried 


her portrait with him wherever he 


went. She had given birth to 
twenty-one children, Eighteen of 
them died in infancy. She was 


merely a peasant woman who had 
known little else but hardship and 
sorrow; yet, somehow, she sensed 
that this one son was hallowed by 
the fire of genius, and no sacri- 


| fice was too great for her to make, 


Caruso used to say, “My mother 
went without shoes in order that 
I might sing.” And he wept as 
he said it, 

When he was only ten years old, 
his father took him out of school 
and put him to work in 
tory. Every evening after work, 
Caruso studied music, 
twenty-one years old before he 
was able to sing himself out of 
the factory. 


In those days, he jumped at the} 


chance to sing for his supper in a 
neighborhood cafe. He frequently 
hired himself out to warble sere- 
nades beneath some lady's window. 
While the lady’s tone-deaf lover 
stood out boldly in the moonlight 
going through all the gestures of 
adoration, Caruso, hidden in the 


coorway, would pour forth his soul} 


in tones as mellow and seductive 
as Apollo's, 

Finally, when he got his first 
real chance to sing in opera, he 
was so nervous at rehearsal that 
his voice broke and splintered like 
falling glass.

When he actually made his debut | 


in opera, he was tipsy. He was

Caruso 
was absent. Messengers were sent 
dashing through the streets to find 
him.

He was haunted by all the su-

try. To the day of his death, he 
feared the Eyil Eye He never 
|crossed the ocean without first 
{consulting an astrologer. He nev- 
er walked under a ladder, or wort 
a new suit on Friday. And noth- 
ing could induce him to begin a 
journey or start a new undertak- 
ing on Tuesday or Friday 

He possessed the rarest and 
most valuable voice in the world, 
yet he smoked in his dressing- 


room while he was putting on his 
make-up. When people asked him 
if smoking wouldn't hurt his voice, 
he merely laughed. He scoffed at 
dieting; and at every performance, 


just before he stepped on to the 
stage, he took a nip of whiskey 
and soda to clear his throat. 


He had left school when he was 
ten, and he practically never read 


a book. He said to his wife: 
“Why should I read? I study 
from life itself.” 

Instead of reading, he spent 
hours over his collection of 


stamps and rare coins, He had an 
extraordinary gift for caricature, 
and every week he contributed a 
cartoon to an Italian periodical. 

For years he suffered from ex- 
cruciating headaches that tortured 
his senses and made him scream 
}from pain. As he grew older, his 


astonishing vitality began 10 
wane. He spent more and more 
of his time in the quiet of his 
}study and cared less and less for 
the plaudits of the throng. Final- 
j}ly he succumbed to a_ brooding 
melancholy and spent hours por- 


jing over his newspaper clippings, 
}cutting them out and trimming 
|them and pasting them in his 
book of memaries 

| Perhaps the greatest and happi- 


est moment of his life was when 
he first held his daughter Gloria 
in his arms. He said over and 


over again that he was only wait- 
ing for the moment when she 
would he big’ enough to run down 
the corridor and open the door of 
jhis studio. And one day in Italy, 
|as Caruso stood by his piano, that 
| very thing happened. He caught 
|the little girl up in his arms, and 
|with tears in his eyes, he said 
to his wife: ‘Do you remember 
I was just waiting for this mo- 
ment to come?”
